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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's response to the Restriction Requirement mailed 4/7/08 is 
acknowledged (paper filed 4/29/08). Applicant's election with traverse of Group F 
(claims 8-16) in the reply filed on 4/29/08 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground(s) that the inventions are all related to a single special technical feature and 
there is no burden to search all the inventions. This is not found persuasive because 
under PCT rules Applicant is entitled to an examination of one of the combination 
groupings: (1 ) a product, a method of using said product and a method of producing 
said product. The instant claims are directed to multiple products and a method. 
Accordingly, Applicant must select one for further prosecution. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1-7 and 17-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on 4/29/08. 

3. Reconsideration of the elected invention, Group F (claims 8-1 6) has necessitated 
the following species restriction requirement: 
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4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: The claims are directed to different protein 
compositions. Each requires diverse and distinct construct modifications. 

I. Claims 1 0 and 11-13 are directed to N-terminal amino acid deletions. 

II. Claims 10 and 14 are directed to hydrophilic substitution with hydrophobic 
amino acids. 

III. Claims 1 5-1 6 are directed to aspartic acid substitution with valine. 

5. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
